“Eternal vigilance is the price of liberty.” This is truc in every walk 
and activity of life. It is true not merely of the nation, but of the in- 
dividual, It i3 true in-the realm of political reform, in the preservation of 
health, in the success of any business undertaking. The man who is in- 
different to, neglects and sleeps on his job, cannot succeed, Failure under 
such circumstances is inevitable in the long-run. 

Once again the farmers of Western Canada have seeded their acres. It 
is to be hoped that, bearing the above adage in mind, they have used only 
good clean sced; the best that could be obtained. It is to be hoped, alsa, 
that to the full extent of their available equipment, and the time at their 
disposal, they have pursued the best accepted methods of farming and pre- 
pared the seed bed in the most approved manner. 

The growing scag6n (at the time of writing this article) has been all 
that could Le desired, with copious rains and cool days which give promise 
of a strong rooting of the grain so that it will De imthe best possible con- 
dition to withstand a dry period should such befall. s 

But “eternal vigilance is-the price of liberty.” Uhere are many enemies 
to a growing crop in this western country, Farmers everywhere must re- 
main alert and vigilent to combat these on every hand. There is the 
grasshopper scourge. Governments and .municipalitics have devised and 
outlined the best methods of fighting this pest, and those materials required 
to wage the battle have becn procured. But official bodies cannot do it all. 
It remains for the individual farmer everywhere to do his share, to do it 
promptly and thoroughly. All the precautionary measures should be taken, 
and an ever watchful eye kept on developments. It is necessary to wage 
the battle against the grasshopper, not only to save this year’s crop, but to 
insure the sticcess of future crops which the rapid climination of this danger 
requires. ’ 7 

Then there is tke noxious weed. It takes many forms, but cach and 
every varicty is destructive, some, of course, more destructive than others. 
Noxious weeds have, through neglect, because ofmeglect in the past, ruined 
many a fine farm, They are still indking headway, and a combined allied 
warfare by all agriculturists against them is one of the pressing necds of 
the present time. Noxious weeds cannot be fought by farmers singly. 
Despite the greatest care by scores of farmers, one or’ two indifferent and 
neglectful farmers can do irreparable damage to a whole district. The 
high winds of the west can seed an immense area of land with weeds just 
as effectively as a drill can seed them. 

Farmers complain sometimes of excessive elevator charges taking an un- 
due toll from the receipts of their year’s labor; or of the prevailing high 
freight rates which have the same effect; or of the loss of so many cents a 
bushel resulting from a sudden drop in the market price. It is important, 
however, that they should become fully seized of the fact that noxious 
weeds, by decreasing -the yield from their acres is taking, year after year, 
a heavier toll than any ene of these things, and frequently a heavier tolt 
than all of them put together. 

Noxiaus weeds impose a loss of millions of dollars annually upon the 
farmers of Western Canada through decreased yield, 
further loss in threshing bills. They add more loss in a falling off in 
grade, Finally, they are a huge bill ef expense for work in cleaning the 
Jand once tt has been fouled, while the capital and sale value of any farm 
is cnormotsly reduced from the presence of weeds, not only on-the farm 
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but in the stirrounding district. 

Isve ‘ry farmer, therefore, should not only make it his personal business 
oun his own land, and keep it clean, but he should actively interest him 
affairs of his municipality and see that, through the enactment 
necessary laws fT the protection of all, his whole dia:

MORE FARMERS WANTED! 


Press reports recently announ- 


ris of Manitoba to call an early 
conference of the threc. prairie 
province premiers to consider the 
solution of the unoccupied land 
problem of the entire West, and 
if possible to agree on a uniform 
plan which would he put into ef- 
fect in each province. 

This decision was the result of 
certain legislation introduced in 


{Manitoba which has been stood 


over. pending the proposed con- 
ference. 

In addition to the unoccupied 
land problem the interests of 
those now on the land will be ful- 
ly considered. The latter subject 
undoubtedly will excite much in- 
terest in the Western provinces— 
particularly in the districts where 
the farmers wish to leave. 

Manitoba, on the suggestion 
of the Western Colonization As- 
sociation, has appropriated -$50,- 
000 for its own emigration expen- 
diture for the six months ending 
November 1, ; L eed 
- The association is about to em- 
bark upon the very important 
task of stimulating settlement in 
Western Canada and the no less 
important task of improving the 
lot of those already on the land. 
For this -purpose it is” béing 
backed financially by public-spir- 
ited citizens all over Canada. 
The members have no selfish ob- 
jects in mind as the association 
is precluded from making any 
profit whatever out of the land 
business resulting from their cf- 
forts. They are naturally im- 
pressed with the. necessity of 
taking only such steps as com- 
mend themselves as being neces- 
sary and designed to further only 
the very laudable objects of col- 
onizing our unoccupied land. 

Among the subjects taken up 
are the following: ; 

Uniformity of procedure in 
whatever steps may be taken;-in- 
cluding legislation if deemed 
necessary, towards the coloniza- 


tion of .the unoccupied lands of| 


the three prairie provinces. 

The interests of those who are 
now upon the land should be fully 
discussed and considered. 

Those whose property will ‘be 
affected by whatever steps may 
be taken should alsé be heard and 
their interests taken into” con- 


sideration. 
These are most important pro- 
blems not only affecting the 


prairie provinces, but the Domin- 
ion asa whole. Thousands of ac- 
res still remain unproductive in 
Western Canada and any move- 
ment which has for its object the 
bringing in of more settlers and 
the utilization’ of these fertile 
tracks in the interests.of greater 
production is worthy of the sup- 
port of every-resident of: Canada.

i Grasshoppers are reported to 
‘be at work in several parts of 
Southern Alberta. While cool 
weather of the past week has re- 
tarded the hatching process, they 
have hatched in sufficient num- 
;bers in some districts to warrant 
the conclusion that large numbers 
will appear as soon as warm wea- 
ther sets in. From investigations 
which have been made, as many 
as 2, eggs per square foot 
have been found and from 80 per 
cent. to’85 per cent. of these eggs 
have hatched under artificial in- 
‘cubation. 

The Department of Agricul- 
ture through the Schools of Ag- 
ricultural has organized the prov- 
ince into districts for the purpose 
of putting control measures into 
effect. Each school of Agricul- 
ture will be responsible for its 
own district. Men form the staff 
of the schools and others which 
will be supplied by the depart- 
ment, will be available to attend 
meetings and to give whatever 
information ar‘ assistance is pos- 


sible in the campaign. A good 


deal of damage was done to the 
young growing crops last season 
throughout the province of Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan and over a 
considerable area of Southern Al- 
berta. The use of poisoned bait 
consisting of ban, molasses and 
arsenic with the addition of ‘a 
‘small amount of salt or the juice 
of lemons, has proved beyond 
question to be entirely effective 
in destroying the hoppers if used 
early in the season. ‘The De- 
‘partment has already on hand 
ilarge supplies of this poison bait 
i stored at the Schools of Agricul- 
ture at Youngstown, Raymorid, 
,Gleichen, Claresholm, Olds and 
(Vermilion. This bait will be 
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SICKNESS.”

From experience gained in Al- 
berta last year as well as in Man- 
itoba, and Saskatchewan, hoppers 
may be entirely controlled, pro- 
vided the farmers in the districts 
infested co-operate in the cam- 
paign of poisoning. On the other 
hand, very serious loss. may re- 
sult if the farmers generally do 
uot use every means in their pow- 
er to destroy the hoppers on their 
own farms. Inthe work’ which 
was done last year in Southern 
Alberta, the hoppers could be 
found deadfil large numbers in 
from 12 to 24 hours after the 
bait had been scatteréd. In sev- 
eral cases_which were seen by of- 
ficials of the department, portions 
of fields were entirely destroyed 
before poison was applied... Im- 
mediately after two applications 
of the poison the work of the hop-. 
pers had practically ceased and 
in every case where the poison 
was properly mixed and applied 
early in the morning over a per- 
iod of two weeks, the. hoppers 
were completely destroyed. If 
|the work is undertaken seriously 
ied people in every district where 
the nest appears, the members: of 
the Department are satisfied that 
the results of destruction from 
grasshoppers will not materially 
affect the yield of crops. Fur-

The national bill for cigarettes 
alone is over $23,000,000, and for 
cigars over $12,000,000.

Warchouses Opened at- Regina and 
Portage la Prairie. 

The Canadian Co-operative Wool 
Growers, Ltd., are making arrange- 
ments for handling the 1921 wool 
clip of Manitoba and Saskatchewan, 
and as was the case last year they 
have decided to operate two wool re- 
ceiving warchouses, one at Portage la 
Prairie, Manitoba, and the other at 
Regina. These warehouses will be 
open to receive wool and sheepskins 
from June 1 to August 15 5, and upon 
request woolsacks «and paper twine 
will be sent out to contributors from 
these points. <All correspondence will 
be handled from the Regina office. 

The company on request, in..addi- 
tion to forwarding ~woolsacks-~and 
paper ‘twine to contributors, will’also 
forward suficient Cooper's Dip, cither 
powder or liquid, as desired, to dip 
their flocks, the cost being deducted 
from the wool returns. All wool 
should be shipped to reach the .com- 
pany’s warehouse cither at Portage la 
Prairie or Regina, between June 1 and 
August 15. ‘The wool will be shipped 
in car lots from the above points it 
original sacks to the central ware- 
house ar Weston, Ont., where it will 
graded by experienced graders 
providgd, by the Dominion Livestock 
Branch and weighed bya Dominion 
Government w cighmaster. It has 
also been arranged that on request 
from the producer, - an advance, pay- 
ment of approximately two- thirds. of 
the market value of the wool will be 
paid just'as soon.as the wool, has 
been graded, the -wool.being sold 
whem in the opinion of the manage- 
ment, it is possible to obtain its mar- 
ket value and as soon as it is all sold, 
final returns will be paid to the pro- 
ducers, who will be paid everything 
realized from the sale of the wool less 
the actual cost of marketing, as pro- 
vided by the bylaws of the company.

This year the party-‘payng ik an- 
nual treaty to the Indians of the north 
will travel in a style and comfort 
hitherto unknown by the men Zwho 
imake the carly trip to the north. 
large: houseboat, constracted by the 
Alberta Motor Boat Works, is taking 
the government men down, the party 
travelling under the aegis of the Hud- 
son's Bay Company. - 

The hotiseboat “H.B.C.” which is 
conveying the party to the habitate of 
the Dogrib and thé Slave, is resplen- 
dent in vivid green hull, red water 
line and white deck house with a flag- 
staff in the bows flaunting the fag of 
the H.B.C. and the Red Ensign float- 
ing from the stern. The houseboat 
marks a new*era in transportation for 
the northern rivers, and with the ad- 
vent ‘of airplanes at Fort Simpson, 
tokens the coming of the white jnan. 

The new craft is fifty feet fong, 
with eleven foot beam, and will draw 
twelve inches of water, : but | “despite 
her size she is. comparatively ight, 
weighing but three tons; which Swill 
make her casier of handling on, the 
railways and. =Partages. y 

The entire ‘vessel is Alberta made. 
She is constructed from Alberta 
spruce, and built: by -Atberta work- 
men, and to anyone who knows aught 
of marine construction, she 
credit to the builders. The “H.B.C." 
has no power of her own; she simply 
represents living quarters for the 
treaty party, and will be towed down 
to the Arctic by the gas boat “Neche- 
mus” of the H.B.C. fleet. ‘The “Nec- 
hemus” is a powerful tow boat, equip- 
ped with 60- horsepow er Buffalo en- 
gines. 

Once on the northern waters, 
plan to -be followed will be to 
leave the houseboat, tied up’ to’ the 
bank'at the head of the Various rivers 
which flow into the Mackenzie, while 
the “Nechemus” will go up the rivers 
and pay the treaty to the Indians, 
the treaty party returning to the 
houseboat at night, when possible. In 
this way tribes-can be reached, ‘who 
might -otherwise be overlooked, and 
it is the intention: of the treaty party 
to get in touch with all. the northern 
Indians possible. 

- With the exception of a’small deck 
in the bows: of ‘the -houseboat, ..the 
entire vessel is occupied by one long 
cabin, in which there are berths-for 
the accommodation of the party, the 
centre being taken up by a large 
table, which when-tiot in-use is elevat- 
ed to the roof and fastened there. The 
sides of the cabin are all open, with 
woa@den shutters which can be drawn 
to, rendering the vessel entirely priv- 
ate, when recessary. 

In addition to the ,Jiving quarters 
there is a gallery with cookstove, a 
pantry and_ other necessitics for thie 
culinary operations.~ The raof of the 
cabin will be used for the stowage 
of the lifeboat, and any gear which is 
not in immediate use.

Within the Empire. . 

“The new Budget has made it more 
advantageous than ever for Canadians 
to buy British goods rather than 
those of United States manufacture,” 
declared Captain Evan J. Edwards, 
senior British Trade Commissioner ip 
Canada, in a resent interview in Mon- 
treal, “It wilBalso be a big help to 
agents and business houses who pre- 
fer to do business with the Mother 
Country, and within the British Em- 
pire. Sir Henry Drayton, Minister 
of Finance, in his speech when intro- 
ducing the Budget, pointed out that 
business * with the United Kingdom 
continues to be satisfactory, imports 
from these having risen from $126,- 
359,249 in 1919 to $213,930,946 in 1920, 
with the added satisfaction to Cana- 
dian buyers and consumers that their 
dollars are at a premium in the Eng- 
lish market, as against a discount in 
the United States. ; ‘ 

“A section of the Budget which 
will assist very much indeed is the 
clause requiring customs duty to be 
levied on the invoiced value of goods 
after taking the rate of exchange into 
account.~-“At the desire of buginess 
interests throughout Canada, customs 
regulations drawn up several months 
ago made it compulsory for this to be 
done with European goods, but for 
certain reasons no similar require- 
ments were made on imports from the 
States. The result was a consider- 
able advantage to importers of Ameri- 
can goods, so much so, that in many 
cases with a high rate of exchange 
it amounted to a quite substantial re- 
duction of the protective customs 
tariff, and” sometimes did away- with 
the preferential tariff given to \pro- 
ducts of the Empire. 

“Now American manufactures will 
rank the same ag those of any other 
country,” continued Captain Edwards, 
“and I believe the effect will be not 
only to encourage British trade, but 
to assist considerably in re-establish- 
ing the equilibrium of trade between 
Canada and the States, and bring back 
to its fair yalue the Canadian dollar, 
which is improving so slowly that 
still it is worth only some ninety 
cents in the States.

WHEAT SEEDING IS : 


COMPLETED WITH A | 
BIG ACREAGE SOWN 


Reports from all parts of the 
province indicate that_ géneral 
crop conditions are particularly 
favorable. \During the past few 
weeks sufficient rain has fallen 
in practically every part of the 
province. The weather for the 
past week“ has been somewhat 
ceol with light frosts reported 
over a wide area and causing 
slight damage to some of the 
growing crops and garden stuff. 
; This was not serious, however, in 
any district. 
to the twenty-fifth of May the 
‘weather was exceptionally warm 
for the time of year. As a con- 
sequence the early sown cfops 
got a good start. The wheat is 
up from five to seven inches above 
the ground and ihe early sown 
oats are well advanced, both 
crops showing a fine color, 

On account of the particularly 
‘\fine season for seeding ,the crop 
acreage sown will be larger than 

was anticipated in the first crop 
report. Wheat seeding is now 
completed and will show an aver- 
age increase in acreage over la&st 
year of about 20 per cent. Some 
points in the Peace River and 
Grand Prairie districts report an 
increase_of-40 per cent. in wheat. 
|Eighty per cent. of the acreage 
of oats for threshing purposes: is 
already seeded and about,50 per 
cent. of the barley:is in. Oats 
for threshing purposes will show 
a decrease of about 25 per. cent. 
Most of the oats for green feed 
are yet to be sown, Barley ‘will
